Success in raising winter oats 
in southern Ohio during tho last 
three y ears by a number of far­ 
mers has created quite a general 
interest in this crop, and county 
agricultural agents and the agro­ 
nomy 
department at Ohio 
State 
Univ ersity get many inquiries. 
A report made by FT K. Blair, 
agricultural 
agent in 
Pickaway 
County , of winter oats grown on 
the Sagamore Stock Farm. Wash­ 
ington Township, shows why far­ 
mers 
are 
interested. Mr. 
Blair 
say s sev en pecks of seed per aer* 
were 
sown September 15, 
194» » , 
in a field containing 9.3 acres. 
From this field were harv ested 
820 bushels of winter oats weigh­ 
ing 33 pounds per bushel. The v a­ 
riety was Winter Turf, and the 
seed 
was produced 
in a small 
plot planted in the fall of 1939 on 
the same farm. 
Winter oats hav e been tested 
for a period of y ears in Ohio by 
the Experiment Station and by 
agronomists 
at the 
Univ ersity . 
Those oats are more subject U 
winter injury than cither winter 
wheat or winter barley , and there 
is about a 30-50 chance that 
the 
oats will not surv iv e a southern 
Oy io winter. 
Another 
disadv antage 
of 
the 
crop 
is that 
it must 
Lie seeded 
about September 15. This makes 
it nearly impossible to use win­ 
ter oats in rotation following corn 
or soy beans. 
Recommendation for the use of 
winter oats In this state includes 
the
